Called to Order. 

The meeting was called to order by the elec- 
tion of ex-Mayor J. T. Glenn as chairman, 
and of Mr. Charles S. Northen as secretary. 

Mr. Ciark Howell suggested that the ques- 
tion for discussion should be the feasibility of 
organizing the democracy of the state in the 
interest of David B. Hill for the presidency. 
The organized democracy of New York has 
spoken with a unanimity which leaves no 
doubt of its fidelity to Hill. Evidences come 
from ali parts of Georgia that the people want 
the man who can win, and that they recognize 
in Mr. Llill the man for the occasion. 

‘Tn addition to this,’’ resumed Mr. Howell, 
*‘T am in receipt of letters every day showing 
how the people want Mr. Hill. I am in 
receipt of letters from twenty-five towns today 
showing that the people are awaiting the 
signal to organize. Within two weeks there 
will bo 100 Hill clubs in Georgia. Not only 
is the daily press of the state gathering around 
the Hil! banner, but the weekly press is drop- 
ping into line rapidly. Woneed but to raise 
the standard, and the people will rally.” 

“T have in my possesson,”’ said Mr. Howell, 
‘ta letter which shows how the people of Geor- 
gia are warming up to the advocacy of Mr. 
Hill. Itisfrom Rev. Walker Lewis, pastor 
of Trinity chureh of this city. In it he says: 

“My pastoral engagement will not suifer me to 
be present at the Hill conference this afternoon. I 
am in heartiest Sympathy with any proper move- 
mentto nominate Mr. Hill for the presidency, 
regarding him asthe first democrat and states- 
anan of the country. 

“Allow me to congratulate and thank you for 
the great work THE CONSTITUTION is doing to this 
end. Pushing Hillis paralyzing republicanism,” 

A Taking Sentence. 

‘That last sentence is a battle-cry in itself,’’ 
interrupted Mr. Jack J. Spalding. 

Mr. W. C. Glenn favored the organization 
of Hill ciubs throughout the state, so that the 
movement could work up. There is great 
interest among the country people, and they 
should be interested in the movement. 

Mr. Hamilton Douglas also favored the 
working up of the country sentiment, and dep- 
recated any movement which would look like 
creating a riftin the democratic party. ‘Let 
us make p!ain the fact that with Hill we can 
win and with Cieveland we will fail.”’ 

Dr. Nelms Talks. 


Ex-United States Marshal Nelms gave a 
most interesting talk. Said he: “I was hon- 
ored by Mr. Cleveland and would bean in- 
grate were I to work againsthim. If my sin- 
gle vote couldelect him he would have it, 
provided he woule pledge himself to turn re- 
publicans out. But he cannot carry New 
York, while Hillcan. Hedid not turn the 
republicans out, while Hill will. That’s what 
Hill has been doingin New York, and that’s 
why they hate himso. Iam theonly alliance- 
maninthe room. The alliance will not vote 
for Cleveland. His nomination would run 
these people largely intothe third party. It 
would endanger the democracy of the state. 
The nomination of Hill would hold a large 
proportion of these people in the party. Iam 
personally for Cleveland, but I cannot shut 
my eyes to the fact that he cannot be elected, 
and that Hill is our winning man.” 

The admissions of ex-Marshal Nelms were 
made with great feeling, and warm applause 
greeted his candid view of the situation. 

The Party Stands First. 

“*T cannot,” he concluded, ‘‘plate any man 
above the interest of the party in which my 
forefatliicrs were born. That party demands 
Hill. The only way to nominate him is by 
work, and that work should be immediate and 
effective.” 

The entrance at this point of United States 
Senator Colquitt was warmly applauded. 

“T aman admirer of Mr. Cleveland,’”’ said 
he. ‘My relations with him, not only during 
his administration, but since, have been al- 
most confidential. Hehas lost his hold on 
New York, and without New York he cannot 
be elected. Wecan no more recognize bolters 
in New York than we could in Georgia. What 
would you say if New York democrats should 
Say that your state democratic authorities 
did not know your will, and should undertake 
to brush it aside? Justso§they now regard 
the attitude of these democrats here who are 
now presuming to lecture them. The question 
now before us is one of practical politics—the 
election of our candidates. I know as abso-

that Cleveland cannot. It is very well to talk 
about “virtue,” “honesty,” “purity,” etc., but 
when a funeral sermon is to follow, it takes 
out all of the unction. We are face to face 
with a crisis. Tho salvation of the south is in 
the election of a democratic president. Thero 
are too many issues at stako to play with the 
result. Hill can be elected. If elected, he 
will be a democrat all the way through. Now, 
as to organization. A campaign that is worth 
winning can only be won by hard work. We 
must collect our resources, appeal to the peo- 
ple, organize them, and work with vim until 
the last vote is counted.” 
The News from New York. 


Mr. Pat Calhoun told of the feeling in New 
York. The democrats there were absolutely 
devoted to Hill, while Cleveland could not 
carry tho state. . 

Dr. R.. D. Spalding delivered a ringing 
speech in favor of organization everywhere. 

“How a man with aspoonful of brains,” said 
he, ‘‘can talk of the availability of Clevoland 
in the light of recent events, I cannot con- 
ceive,.’’ 

Mr, Clark Howell moved that the chair ap- 
point a committee of fifteen representative 
Georgians to take charge of goneral organiza- 
tion, to issue an address tothe people and to 
push the success of democracy and Hill; and 
that Mr. John T. Glenn be chairman of that 
committee. 

This resolution was adopted, with an 
amendment by Mr. Jack J. Spalding, that 
this executive committee should name a spe- 
clal committee of two from each ward of the 
city of Atlanta, and two from the county 
inflitia districts, to work upa public meeting 
here, and to organize the local Hill Club. 

The meeting then adjourned by a rising 
vote, in which every one present agreed to 
work vigorously for the coming mass meeting. 

Chairman Glenn announces that he will 
name the committee in two or three days. 


Falling in Line. 

COVINGTON, Ga., February 23.—{Specia!.}—The 
Hill boom gathers strength as it grows. Coving- 
ton alliance is in favor of the clection of David B.

ARE FEDERAL OFFICES FOR SALEP 


A Report that Wanamaker Offered Ono to 
Villard for $100,000. 

RICHMOND, Ind., February 23.--William Dudley 
Foulke, civil service commissioner, was inter- 
viewed today concerning astory said to come 
from Henry Villard, the railroad magnate, to the 
effect that Postmaster General Wanamaker just 
previous to the last presidential election ap- 
proached him with a proposition to place at his 
disposal the commissionership of the general land 


office for €100,000, to be used for campaign pur- 
poses. 

Mr. Foulke at first declined to talk, then wrote 
this statement: 

“I did have a conversation with Mr. Villard in 
regard to the soliciting of campaign funds by Mr. 
Wanamaker. This conversation was at the Ar- 
lington, in Washington, a few days before the 
inauguration of Mr. Harrison. Mr. Villard told 
me of a conversation which he had with Mr. 
Wanamaker upon the subject, but I do not now 
feel willing to give for publication any of the de- 
tails of that conversation without Mr. Villard’s 
consent. It was not stated that the conversation 
was confidential, but at the same time it was an 
interview which I do not now feel like repeating 
for the purpose of publication.” 

When asked why,a@s it seermed that Mr. Villard 
had let the matter Cat, he refraincd from talking. 
He expressed disbelicf in the report that Villard 
had talked, explaining that be himself tolda cer- 
tain man in Chicazo of the matter and he evi- 
dently had ict the story leak out. 

Mr. Foulke intimated that be had incontroverti- 
ble evidence to show that Wanamaker is not fitted 
for the place he holds, 


| AGAINST FREE PASSES. 


Decision of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission on the Matter. 

WASHINGTON, February 23.—The interstate com- 
merce commission today announced its decision 
of the case of William H. Harvey against the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company, 1n- 
volving the giving of free passes and free trans- 
portation. The commission decides that the ac- 
tion of the defendant in granting to members of 
the city council of New Orleans and clerk of that 
body, on account of their official positions, free 
transportation as passengers over all or some 
portion of its interstate lines, violates the act to 
regulate commerce, and is unlawtul. 

The recent case of the Boston and Maine Rail- 
road Company is approved and followed, and the 
order of the commission is that the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Company forthwith cease and 
desist from granting tree passes or otherwise 
furnishing free transportation over its interstate 
lines, except as provided in the twenty-second 
section of the act. 


THE MEMBERS ARE ABSENT. 


Both Houses Are Without a 
Business. 

WASHINGTON, February 23.—Neither the senate 

nor the house had a quorum today, owing to the 

absence of members. Asaconsequence no busi- 

ness was taken up in either house except of a rou- 

tine character.

Against Baby Telegraph Operators. 

RALEIGH, N.C., February 23.—[(Special.)—The 
representatives of the Postal Telegraph Company 
today appeared before the railway commission 
and urged it to take some steps to secure properly 
qualified operators to send train orders. It was 
set forth that many of the operators at the rail- 
way stations are mere boys, without proper 
knowledge of telegraphy, and that that greatly in- 
creases the danger to life and property. The 
commission is urged, if it has the power, to regu- 
late the matter by requiring all such operators to 
be examined bya competent board, which wiil 
grant certificates of proficiency and of character, 
and by finding any railway notemploying such 
duly quatified operators guilty of neglect. If the 
board has not this power, itis asked to recom- 
mend to the legislature the desired action. The 
board now has the matter under consideration.

PARIS, February 23.—Some excitement was 
caused a few days 2go in police circles by the re- 
ceipt of information that a large quantity of 
dynamite had been stolen from a factory belong- 
ing to the state, where that explosive was inade 
with many safeguards as to its manufacture and 
as to its subsequent storase and disposition. It 
was {mmediately concluded that the theft was the 
work of anarchists, and today the police searched 
all houses in Paris in a vicinity known to be occn- 
pied by anarchists in the expectation of finding 
the dynamite. The police reiuse to divulge the 
result of their search, and itis not known whether 
or not they found the explosive.

THE THIRD PARTY 


Will Not Be Able to Rule the Roost in 
Georgla. 


AN EXCIMING DAY IN ST LOUS, 


In Which Congressman Moses En- 
ters His Protest of 


AGAINST THE SCHEMES OF POST, 


Who Never Was a Democrat, but Is a 
Republican from Illinois, Lately 
Come to Georgia. 


St. Lovurs, Mo., February 23.—[Special.]— 
Post, Elington and Branch control the voice 
of Georgia in this conference, after a war of 
words which set the assembly in an uproar. 

The affair was a comedy of errors. Tho 
third party enthusiasts, in their overmaster- 
ing zeal, have overreached themselves and 
made a tactical blunder, which will effectually 
kill their work, so far as Georgia is concerned, 
and the odor of unfairness must make it ob- 
noxious with all thoughtful people. 

Mr. Moses Breathes Defiance. 

Nothing could have been more fitting than 
the defiant scorn with which Mr. Moses,ex- 
posed the thing, and threw it back fh the 
teeth of the convention. Mr. Post iad de- 
clared that at the time of the August conven- 
tion nine-tenths of the alliancemen of Georgia 
were in favor of independent action, and 
Colonel Livingston and Mr. Moses fiad ad- 
mitted as much, but urged the postponement 
of a resolution to that offect until 
the people should act. He then 
charged that the purpose of these gentlemen 
was to deliver the alliance, bound hand and 
foot, into the hands of the democratic party. 

At this,there was a great uproar,and the great 
assembly lashed itself into fury like the sea in 
astorm. M. J. Branch, at the top of his shrill 


voice, made the charge that Livingston and, 


Moses were here to throttle the voice of the 
masses of Georgia. 

It was a trying time for Moses when he rose 
to reply. He was greeted with ominous 
sounds of displeasure, and might not have been 
heard, but for General Weaver’s manly appeal 
for fair play. 

“These other brethren have had their in- 
ning. Now give Brother Moses a chance,” he 
said. 

Moses Mounts a Chair. 

Mr. Moses mounted a chair and gaid ina 
voice that rang out with defiance: 

“Mr. Chairman—If we are to understand 
that the two gentlemen who are seated to fill 
vacancies come to vote in the convention 
under the same instructions as the gentlemen 
who were appointed by the stato alliance of 
Georgia, then we have nothing more to say. 
If in good faith they come here to ii va- 
cancies, I, for one, have nothin® to say?" Con- 
fuston. |} I will not proceed if free 
speech is not In vogue. [‘'Go on.’’] 
I thank you, gentlemen, for your in- 
dulgence, and I say that the gentloman 
who displayed the testimony of the lack of 
harmony in Georgia, and one of the gentle- 
men who satin judgment upon the delegates 
from Louisiana, Mr. Ellington, do not repre- 
sent a half dozen men in Georgia, so far as 
my knowledge goes. They say that we do not 
represent the alliancomen of Georgia when, 
as a matter of fact, that gentleman who satin 
judgment upon mo here today was a candi- 
date before the alliance convention, and was 
repudiated by the votes of that body. He sat 
in judgment on the vice president of the stato 
alliance of Georgia’ (Mr. Wilson). 

At this there were cries of ‘Sit down, sit 
down!”? and the confusion became so great 
that the speaker had to suspend. , 

A negro delegate gained the floor under pre- 
tense of making a point of order, and protested 
against the disturbance. The confusion con- 
tinued, and Mr. Moses exclaimed in a voice 
that could be heard above the din: 

“Tf youdon’t want to hear me, take me off 
my feet!” 

This caught the crowd and they listened to 
him ashe continued his superb defiance in 
these words: 

“You know that Georgia is an aijiliance 
state. She has more alliance members in the 
national legislature than any other state, 
{[Laughter.] You come here to find that the 
sovereign state of Georgia has not enough dol- 
egates to represent her in your convention. 

“I Am a Demogat. 


“T am not going to deceive you western 
men. Here is the third party in Georgia. 
God knows I am not the first man to bring up 
the political question. 

‘Is it a crime to be ademocrat? Then hang 
me, if you want to, but lam an allianceman, 
too.”’ 

At this brave utterance the convention 
gnashed its teeth and drowned the speaker’s 
voice with groans and jeers. At this Mr. 
Moses exclaimed defiantly: 

‘The people of Georgia are behind us, this 
handful of men to the contrary, notwithstand- 
ing, and I tell you that the enemies of the alli- 
ance in Georgia are eager to hear that Geor- 
gia’s representatives have been disgraced and 
turned out of the alliance convention, and 
the alliance in Georgia when divided here 
will be divided at home. I would not have 
republicans quit their party in the belief that 
Georgia will leave the democratic party, for 
she won't do it.”’ 

A Grotesque Incident. 


Here, on the very eve of another eruption 
of pandemonium, a grotesque incident put the 
convention in a good humor. 

Davis, the tall Texan with the Comanche 
voice and the Sampsonian locks, rose to the 
height of seven feet, and, shaking his fingerat 
Moses, said: 

‘‘Turn me loose on them and they’!l break.” 

The crowd roared with laughter at this Fal- 
staffian threat and thereafter the scene was 
less stormy. 

Mr. Ellington rose to a question of personal 
privilege, and said that he was present as a 
representative of the duly organized coustitu- 
tional assembly of the National Citizens’ In- 
dustrial Alliance of Georgia, and he defied any 
one to prove to the contrary. 

“Where did you get your credentials?” gaid 
Mr. Moses. [ 

“From that order,” said Mr. Ellington. 

“From that orderin Kansas?’ retorted Mr. 
Moses. 

To this Mr. Ellington made some reply, 
but it was drown#@ by the bable of voices. He 
gained the ear oi the crowd, and argued that 
the alliance executive committee had at- 
tempted to suppress the voice of the people of 
Georgia. 

Colonel Livingston Appears. 

Colonel Livingston rose in the discussion of

& neat personal point. Referring to the ridi- 
cule of his resolution of sympathy pledging 
relief, he said: 

“T understand that I have been jeered at 
because I was kindly disposed. If you don’t 
want that resolution, you ought to be dumb if 
you can’t say a kind word for it.’’ 

In regard to the charge of Post and Branch 
he said: o 

“T defy any man to show where I ever said 
& word or wrote a line about turning the 
alliance over to the democratic party. 

‘Wo need harmony, and advise you to go no 
further than you can go together. When you 
get to the point where you can’t agree, sit 
down and stop.”’ : 

This evidently had reference to a plan which 
Livingston and Macune haye agreed to, and 
that is that the convention formulate a set of 
demands, and recommend the members of the 
industrial orders to vote for the men who will 
advocate these demands, 

Where They Will Stop. 

The alliance will insist on stopping there, 
and if the conference goes further it will enter 
& protest and send out an address to the peo- 
ple of the alliance. The third party men con- 
sent to this on the understanding that when 
the conference adjourns the delegates will go 
into a mass meeting as individuals and 
issue a call for a summer convention 
on or about'January 4th to nominate a ticket. 
The people’s party in that summer convention 
will adopt the demands here formulated, ex- 
pecting to catch the alliance votes, butin the 
meantime a loop-hole of escape will be open 
to the {southern alliencemen, who will‘not be 
committed to any party by the action of their 
delegates in this. 

The Result of This Action. 

Colonel Livingston admits that it will take 
some alliance yotes ont of the old rank in 
Georgia, but not enough to carry the state 
for the people’s party there, or in any other 
southern state. The conclusion of the whole 
matter appearsto bo that the people’s party 
may carry enough western states to throw 
the election of president into the house of 
representatives, where the democrats have a 
majority. 

Mrs. Lease’s Big Voice. 

Mrs. Lease threw a firebrand into the con- 
vention by declaring that if the men were 
cowards enough to refuso women their right of 
suffrage, this reform movoment would be a 
grotesque failure. Miss Francis E. Williard 
followed up with the declaration that she tol- 
erated no sectarianism in religion, no section- 
alism in politics and no sex in citizenship. The 
tomperance people were treated with respect, 


but will hardly get recognition in the plat- 
form.

Bristor, Tenn., February 23.—[Spectal,—The 
famous Dr. Baker is on trial for wife poisoning. 
The 100 witnesses are all well. Twenty-nine men 
come from Batetourt county, from which a com- 
petent jury of twelve was selected. The trial 
began today. The case has taken a different turn. 
Mrs. Gilmer the paramour and accessory to the 
awful crime; has seemingly taken the law into her 
own hands, and tried to run the court for a while. 

A New Attorney. 

To begin with, she sent for lion. Frank Barr this 
morning, a prominent lawyer, but one who has 
never had any connection with the case, to advise 
with her. They remained in his oilice for a con- 
Siderable time, delaying the court. Everybody 
was waiting impatiently, some asking: “Whiere is 
the fair ‘Cleopatra’ wio is to do important testi- 
fying this morning?” She was then asking Mr. 
Barr: ‘Is it my Christian duty to testify agaimst 
Dr. Baker, when I was implicated, and when Ifn- 
dicted as his accessory.”’ 

At last she arrived in the courtroom. The 
eager throng drew a breath of relief. The first 
proceeding was sensational, one which has 
never been heard of before in this country, The 
fair witness, faultlessly and magnificently dressed, 
took her seat. The court had convened and the 
prosecution was preparing to question her, when 
Barr took a seat beside her and ad- 
dressed her. Then the five abie lawyers 
exchanged looks of consternation and surprise. 
One of them jumped upand asked the court to 
stop that man and have himejected. A discus- 
sion arose which bordered on madness. Barr 
swore that he washer advising counsel and pro- 
posed to protect her. Finally he was compeiled 
by the sheriff to come from behind the bar, and 
the questioning began. 

Her Final Answer.

Enriques'§ in 


Assassination of General 
‘Guatemala. 

SAN FRANCISCO, February 23,—A special cable- 
gram from Salvador to the Associated Press 
under date of February 23d, states that General 
Enriques was killed today by a body of Guate- 
malan soldiers, together with a number of com- 
panions, near the city of Zacapa, Guatemala, near 
the Honduras coast. Enriques had been unani- 
mously proclaimed dictator of the constitutional 
party of Guatemala, and had,in consequence, in- 
curred the active hostility of President Barillas, 
who alarmed the public by announcing 
that Enriques was at the head of 
an insurrection directed against the 
present government. Barillas ordered Enriques 
to present himself tothe authorities of Zacapa. 
Enriques proceeded at once toward that city, ac- 
companied by his two brothers and a party of 
friends A company numbering one hundred 
soldiers, lying in ambush on one of the roads out 
of the city, fired upon General Enriques and 
others of his party, killing all of them. The 
cablegram attributes the attack and the killing of 
the party to orders issued from the capita!, and 
imputes the deed to the Guatemalan government.

I, Cleland 
Kinloch Ne!son, chesen bishop of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal church, in the diocese of Geor- 
gia, do promise conformity and obedience to 
the doctrine, discipline and worship of the 
Protestant Episcopal church in the United

Thisis followed by ashort prayer. Then 
the litany will be sung by the congregation. 

The examination of Bishop-elect Nelson is 
mext on the programme. The examination 
will be conducted according to the ritual, and 
the questions will be propounded by the pre- 
siding bishop. A number of questions are in- 
cluded in the examinations, ail of which are 
put down in the ritual, with their answers. 

After the examination is concluded Bishop 
Ne'son will robe hiniself in the bishop’s habit 
andthe “Veni, Creator Spiritus,’’ will be 
sung; Bishop Nelson kneeling and the bishops 
kneeling over him. 

Aftor the singing Bishop Quintard will lead 
in prayer. 

The Laying on of Hands. 

Bishop Nelson will then kneel and the pre- 

siding bishop aid other bishops present wil! go 
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Bishop Nelson’s head he will say reverentiy: 

Receive the Holy Ghost for the office and work 
of a bishop in the church of God now committed 
unto thee by the imposition of our hands in the 
name of the Father and of the Son and of the 
Holy Ghost, amen. And remember that thou stir 
up the grace of God, which is given thee by this 
imposition of our hands; for God hath not given 
us the spirit of fear; but of power and love and 
soberness. 

When this impressive ceremony is through 
with, the presiding bishop will present . the 
bishop-elect with a Bible, in a short talk. 

The commanion service is the last thing on 
the programme before the benediction. The 
bishop-elect, the clergy, aud others will par- 
take of the communion.

The change was made yesterday, Mr. Frank 
O’Bryan stepping out and Mr. Thomas suc- 
ceeding him. Mr. O’Bryan’s term expired 
yesterday. He has been solicitor for about 
four years, and has made a splendid official. 
He was appetated So the place by Governor 
Gordon during his first term of office. He 
has been a terror to offenders, and has looked 
after the duties of solicitor with great dili- 
gence. 

The position is not entirely new to Mr. 
Thomas. He has acted as solicitor several 
times in the absence of Mr. O'Bryan, and has 
proven his capability. He is well fitted for 
the position, by reason of his familiarity with 
criminal law and natural ability as a prose- 
cuting attorney. 

The position of cityfoourt bailiff will be filled 
by Captain Frank Couch, for many years of 
the police department. Captain Couch took 
up the reins yesterday with as much famili- 
arity as if he had just left off yesterday. For 
some time Captain Ang Perkerson has held 
the place. 


A Damage Suit. 

Fayette Williams yesterday brought suit against 
the Western and Atlantic railroad for $5,000 dam- 
ages. He alleges that he was arrested on the 
Charge of larceny from a caron December 5th 
last, andlocked up in the station house. He was 
innocent of the charge, he says, but notwithstand- 
ing this fact, he was keptin the prison five days, 
being cut off from all comimunication with his 
family. He was finally turned looseafter trial, 
and now wants reparation for the damage done 
him. F.R.& J. G. Walker are his lawyers. 

In the City Court. 

The caseof J. A.and G. W. Hollifield against 
Mrs. Carey B. Scott’ has been in progressin the 
city court since Monday. 

The suit is for damages, and tho sum sued for 

is $15,000. The plaintiffs allege that they rented 
a parcel of land from Mrs. Scott, in the eastern 
suburbs of the city. The contract, they claim, 
was for a term of ten years, and they went ahead 
and put permanent improvements on the property, 
hoping to reap the reward of their labors before 
the expiration of the ten years. At the end of 
one year’s time they were forcibly ejected by the 
defendant, gthe latter claiming that the contract 
was made foronly one year. There was no con- 
tractin writing to prove the position of either 
party. 
_ Suit was brought by the Hollifields, they alleg- 
ing two grounds for action. They alleged as their 
grounds for suit, breach of contract and forcible 
and illegal ejectment. 

The argument in the case consumed the entire 
session of the court yesterday morning, 

While it was in progress Judge Westmoreland 
made a ruling which changed the phase of theo 
case. He held that he couid not charge the jury 
to find a verdict for breach of contract, and eject- 
ment. ‘he suit must proceed under only one of 
the two grounds alleged in the suit. 

Mr. Jordan,asjcounsel for the plaintiff, wanted 
the case to continue on the grounds of breach of 
contract, but the defendant’s attorneys objected, 
Judge Westmoreland will fix the matter when he 
charges the jury today.

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The Road to Victory. 

An appeal to the sober second thought 
of a certain clememt in the democratic 
party is now in order. 

The issues of the coming campaign are 
clearly defined. The democratic masses 
have voiced their demands in words that 
cannot be mistaken, and it would be sui- 
cidal folly for the minority of the party 
to oppose the will of the majority. 

There“is one road to victory, and only 
one. With the right platform and the 
right man—with an uncompromising fight 
for the principles and reforms upheld and 
demanded by the masses, with a 
leader who is thoroughly in sympathy 
with the people, and pledged to their 
cause, the bannered hosts of the democ- 
racy will sweep the field. 

It is needless to say that 
issues of the hour are financial relief and 
tariff reform. Here in the south, and es- 
pecially in Georgia, where the alliance- 
men, who constitute two-thirds of the 
democratic party, have made these twin 
issues the slogan of their crusade, our 
leaders must be blind not to see the 
handwriting on the wall, and deaf not to 
hear the clamoring voices in the air, 

The meaning of all these signs and por- 
tents—these danger signals, and mutter- 
rumblings of the approaching 
upheaval can no more be mistaken than 
the sullen thunder of the whirlwind and 
the muffled roar of the earthquake! 

We must have harmony, and an organi- 
zation in which all personal and factional 
preferences will be subordinated to the 
will of the majority and the supreme 
issues of the struggle, or the disruption 
of the democracy will be the ruinous 
climax and disaster of '92, Speaking for 
the majority of the party in Georgia, and 
in the south, we make no idle prediction 
when we say that if the machine poli- 
ticlans and factional agitators should fol- 
low the lead of the eastern money power 
and nominate Cleveland, the third party | 
would suddenly assume such threatening 
proportions and develop such strength 
that the democracy would find its exist- 
ence menaced by the deadliest peril in its 
history. 

The building up of the third party, 
which is already in sight, depends upon 
that democratic minority whose arrogance 
and proscriptive policy would relegate to 
the rear, and silence and expel the stal- 
wart yeomanry of the land—the honest 
toilers cradled in the democracy of Jef- 
ferson and Jackson—the embattled farmers 
who returned from the armies of Lee and 
Johnston to make their ballots prevail! 
Bgainst reconstruction bayonets, redeeming 
the war-worn states which their clear 
heads, true hearts and strong arms have 
made the garden of the republic. The 
destructive work of the third party will 
depend upon the policy and the conduct 
of the democracy. All will be well if we 
come together, putting aside selfish and 
factional preferences, yielding in the time- | 
honored way to the will of the majority, 
All will be wrong if a few mistaken or 
mischievous leaders attempt to read out 
of the party, or place- under the ban 
thousands upon thousands of the truest 
democrats that ever cast a ballot! 

We ‘confront a condition and not a 
theory. Our democratic alliancemen and 
the masses generally are determined to 
make a fight for financial relief and tariff 
reform. They compose a majority of the 
party in this section, and they will resent 
the attempt of the minority to force upon 
them a platform and a leader opposed to 
their convictions and antagonistic to their 
interests. They demand nothing that is 
not democratic. They would reform the 
tariff, reduce taxation, expand the cur- 
rency and restore free silver, and they 
want a presidential candidate who {fs in 
harmony witb their views. With David 
Bennett Hill on their platform they can 
and will win under the democratic ban- 
ner, Bulldoze, disappoint and trick them, 
and legions of them will drift into the 
third party. 

Democrats must get together and work 
for the good of all, We cannot afford to 
risk this third party danger. It points to 
the division of the solid south, the agita-

The New York Platform. 

The platform adopted by thedemucrats of 
New ¥ork state is brief and yet compendi- 
ous. It reaffirms the whole democratic faith 
AS set forty in the national platforms from 


1876 to 1888, as well as the state - platforms | 
concurrent with the administrations of Til- 
den and Hill. It reaffirms the currency 
plank of 1891, which, underthe interpreta- 
tion placed on it by Mr. Hillin his Elmira 
speech, is good enough doctrine for the free 
coinage democrats. ‘‘We are against the 
coinage of any silver dollar which is not of 
the intrinsic value of every other dollar of 
the United States.’’ Only the free coinage 
of the silver dollar on the same terms with 
gold will give it that intrinsic value. 

The democrats of New York renew their 
pledge of fidelity to the great cause of tariff 
reform, and they refer to the efforts of -Gov- 
ernor ITill to secure the release of the people 
from the bondage of unequal, unnecessary 
and unjust taxation. In his speech before 
the convention Mr. Hill briefly outlined his 
attitude on this great issue. He had pro- 
posed at Elmira, as a pleceof congressional 
policy, the repeal of the McKinley laws. He 
says at Albany: ‘Repeal isnot a proposal 
to stop at the tariff of 4883 as a finality. 
My language expressly barred out that ab- 
surdidea. Moreover, in the hour of our de- 
feat three years ago, when the tariff of 1883 
was a law of the land, I said here in Albany 
‘The democratic party nails to the mast the 
flag of tariff reform.’ ”’ 

The democrats of New York state and the 
candidate they offer to the party are thor- 
oughly in accord with the people in their de- 
mands for tariff reform and financial relief. 
They stand in the advance line, the active 
and vigorous pioneers of all the great issues 
in which the people are interested. They 
point the way to victory. In the unanimity 
with which the party has acted, in the vigor 
of its utterances are to be found the signs of 
certain democratic success,

A Supposition. 

There are a good many political realities 
afloat now, but let us suppose a case. Let 
us suppose that the convention which as- 
sembied in Albany last Mouday had seen its 
way clear to endorsing the candidacy of Mr. 
Cleveland. Let us suppose that it had been 
a Cleveland love feast; that the elements of 
democracy had been as enthusiastic for the 
ex-president as they were for the ex-gov- 
enor; that the convention had eulogized 
him in its resolutions and unanimously 
selected delegates instructed to support him 
in the democratic national convention. 

Let.us suppose that all this had occurred, 
and that the only discordant note had been 
the protest of a delegation from the demo- 
cratic organization known as Tammany. 
Let us suppose that the Tammany delega- 
tion, after making an ineffectual protest, 
and being politely bowed out of the conven- 
tion, had declared its purpose to call another 
state convention in the interest of Mr. Hill. 
What would be the attitude of those editors 
who are now urging the claims of Mr. 
Cleveland? 

Their cries in favor of regularity would 
be deafening; thelr denunciations of the 
effort to disorganize the party would be 
terrible. They would call on the demo- 
cratic party to rise in its might and blot out 
this discordant democratic element; they 
would demand the prompt excommunication 
of these malcontents, and the demand would 
be pressed with lung-power sufficient to 
make it audible to the remotest parts of the 
country. 

The parallel we are drawing does not fit 
the situation toa T, but it will do. Tam- 
many represents something; it has power 
and influence; it can control votea; it is 
intensely democratic. Yet if the state con- 
vention had endorsed Cleveland and Tam- 
many had entered a protest and threatened 
another convention, the Cleveland editors in 
Georgia, in the south and all over the 
country would fill the air with their angry 
outcries. 

But the situation is far different. The 
democratic party of .New York and the con- 
vention which represents its desires are 
solid for David B. Hill. The only protest 
that has bech heard comes from an Insignifi- 
cant faction which has not even démocratiec 
fealty tocommend it. It is led by W. R. 
Grace, who is an independent or a demo 
crat whenever it suits the purpose of his 
ambition. Such of his followersas profess 
democracy at all are the fragments of the 
county democracy, an organization whieh 
has gone to pieces because of the desertion 
of allrespectable democrats who were at 
first disposed to cast their fortunes with it. 
Sympathizing with Grace, we find the anti- 
democratic mugwumps and the republicans, 
who deem it to be their duty to further any 
movement which promises to disorganize 
the.democratic party. 

Such is the character of the opposition to 
the democracy of New York and to David 
B. Hill, It is undemocratic. in its origin 
and purpose. Nevertheless, we find editors 
who profess to be. democrats urging it on, 
sympathizing with it, magnifying its im- 
portance, and hurrahing over it, © With 
what show of consistency can these editors 
hope to fight the third party movement 
which threatens to take shape in the south? 
Every demccrat in New York who has stood 
firm by the party since the war is for David 
B. Hill, but this fact is ignored by these 
editors, and they are now sympathizing with 
an attack on the democratic organization 
which has neither reason nor argument be- 
hind it. 

The democrats of the south will watch 
with interest the efforts of these Cleveland 
editors to promote democratic disorganiza- 
tion.

HOW WOULD IT BE RECEIVED? 


Railroad Men Are Discussing the Effect of 
a Great Consolidation. 

Railroad people are wondering if a consolida- 
tion of the Richmond Terminal’s properties would 
provoke more hostile legislation when the next 
general asseinbly meets. 

The defeat of the anti-rallroad measures last 
year was thought, at the time, to be the death 
knell in Georgia of all such legislation. Late in 
December, whenit lookéd as though the Rich- 
mond and Danville intended to default on the in- 
terest to the Central and Southwestern stock- 
bolders, the opposition to the leases was more 
general and bitter than it had ever been before in 
Georgia. In a@ measure that feeling passed away 
with the payment of the interest and was suc- 
cee ied by a sentiment favorable to the mainte- 
nance of the leases, 

The depreciation of the Central and Southwest- 
ern securities made the minority holders sore, but 
many of them preferred a consolidation which 
would strengthen their investments to a breaking 
up of the Richmond and Danville sys- 
tem. A sure 7 per cent stock = is 
more desirable than a non-guaranteed stock 
in a road which has powerful competitors. 

The Central, the Southwestern and the Georgia 
roads diel not earn their guaranteed interest Jast 
year. That putthe Richmond and Danviile in a 
dilemma, If it paid the rentals it lost inoney and 
if it did not pay the interest the leases would be 
jumped on. It is suggested now that the Oicott 
committee may be holding back its report to see 
what the public feeling is, and that the points 
given out about the plan of consolidation 
were feelers: One of the leaders 
in the anti-railroad movement last year, 
reterring to the proposed consolidation, 
remarked afew days ago: “I told you so,” He 
went on to predict that the hostile spirit will be 
manifested again in the general assembly unless 
the minority holders of securities are aimply 
guaranteed. They will not submit to any. ex- 
change that does not strengthen their invest- 
ments.

Exhorters Are Making General Passenger 
Agents Tired, 


A MODEST REQUEST FOR A PASS. 


The Problem of the Public and Consolida- 
tion—Receiver Garrett Answers 
Today. 


He introduced himself at the general pas- 
senger agent’s office of the Richmond and 
Danville as the Rev. Evangel Siloam Walker, 
pastor of the Golden Streets of the New Jera- 
salem church. 

Being asked what he wanted, he said he 
would like the Richmond and Danville to 
give him a pass “‘all over the United States 
and to Africa and the West India islands.”’ 

“He must think that the Olcott committee 
has reported and that its plan of consolidation 
has gone into effect,’’ some one remarked. 

The Rev. Walker was surprised to learn 
thatthe Richmond and Danville does not 
reachj Africa and the West India islands. 
Then heinguired what would be the best 
thing the road could do for him. . He stated 
that he understood the company furnished free 
— everywhere to reguiar ministers of the 
gospel. 

Mr. Posten, the chief clerk, replied that the 
company gave only a reduced rate to the 
clergy and those whoreceive that favor have 
to be identified and sign a certificate that 
they make their living by preaching. Deacons 
and elders and “‘ ’zorters”*have to pay full fare 
just as laymen do. 

Inquiry at the general passenger agont’s 
offices of the different railroad companies 
showed that there is a flood of applications 
youting in all the time for ministers’ permits. 

hile the rules of the several roads differ in 
minor points, they are alike in a general way. 
The Richmond and Danville gives a reduced 
rate which varies on different parts of the sys- 
tem. The Western and Atlantic gives 2 cents 
a mile, and the East Tennessee ove fare for 
the round trip. To get a permit on the Kast 
Tennessee the preacher must certify that he is 
in charge ofaregularchurch. The Western and 
Atlantic requires a cortificate from an agent of 
its own who Knows the applicant. 

The colored exhorters have been persistent 
and multitudinous this winter at all the pas- 
senger agencies in Atlanta. <At the East 
Tennessee’s passenger department there was a 
request recently from a negro deacon for a 
pass allover the south. The applicant said 
he wanted to visit all the neighboring states. 

One of the roads running out of Atlanta 
began the experiment a few years ago of 
giving reduced rates to all persons who are 
engaged in religious or charity work. Within 
three months a large percentage of the per- 
mits were found in the hands of scalpers. 
The policy was changed, and the line was 
drawn more closely.

THE NEW YORK MARKEET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock

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A SOUTHERN PRISON. 


The Movement for a Federal Institution 
of That Kind for Atlanta, 


IS ABOUT TO ASSUME SHAPE. 


The Government Prisoners Must Go from 
the County Jail, soChairman Hunnicutt 
Says—W here Will They Go, ThenP 


The question of the establishment of a 
federa! prison in the southern district is again 
being agitated by the United States officials. 

They say that such a prison has become an 
absolute necessity and without it the govern- 
ment will have to suffer enormous, useless 
expenditure of money and the greatest in- 


con vgnience. 

Said a well-known federal official yester- 
day in speaking of the matter: “The necess- 
ity has become imperative. The penitentiary 
at Columbus, O., is crowded to such an ex- 
tent that it cannot possibly be either safe or 
healthful. ‘Then there is no economy in 
taking prisoners from here to Columbus, O., 
to servo short sentences; and again it is not 
justice to the prisoners to send them so far 
from home to servea sentence of a fow 
weeks, or months, for some trivial offense. 
Often a prisoner has to spend many more 
days of incarceration on account of this incon- 
ient arrangement, than his sentence calls for. 
Why, here in Atlanta now,’ he continued, 
“there are two men confinedin the county 
jail waiting for transportation arrangements to 
Co!umbus. It has been some time since they 
were sentenced, and the Jong, weary days of 
prison life that they are spending, and which 
were notincluded in their sentences, are un- 
just. The term of imprisonment fixed for 
them by the court before which they were 
tried, {was what it was thought their offenses 
merited, and thera is no justice in being thus 
prolonged for mere convenience sake, Thero 
are scores of such Cases. 

“Now that the county commisstonors have 
decided not to buildanew county jail,”” he 
continued, “it follows that all the United 
States prisoners must sooner or later be ex- 
cluded from the present building. What will 
become of them? There must-be some place 
of confinement and safe-keeping for them. 
There is no doubtin my mind that they will 
be excluded from the county jail after March 
ist. ‘There is a strong disposition on the part 
of the majority of the county commissioners to 
do this. and Commissioner Hunnicutt has 
expressed himself that way very emphatically. 
So something must bo done. The only satis- 
factory way to eliminate these troubles is to 
build a southern prison for the confinement of 
United States prisoners. Then if this was 
done, the days the large number of petty 
offenders who get sentences of from thirty to 
ninety days, spent in idleness, could be s0 
utilized as to keep them from being a dead ex- 
peuse to the government. They might as well 
work and be se!f-supporting as not. This would 
do more to decrease the violations for which 
they are imprisoned than anything else. They 
don’t mind spending a few days in jail, when 
they have nothing to do, but if they were made 
to work it would be different.” 

There is a general interest manifested in the 
subject by those connected with the govern- 
ment departments, and a concerted effort wiil 
be made to secure the southern penitentiary. 
And Atlanta should have it. 

About the Federal Building.
